EUROPE 
DrjBLiK, May 11. — A dispatch from Col- 
eraine to the Express say tho Oraugomen of 
Ulster are enrolling as volunteers fill mem- 
bers between the ages of 18 and GO, and 
that the man will be supplied with arms, 
and will be drilled by old army, navy and 
police officers, and that it in hoped tkeir 
uunibor will bo augmented by volunteers 
from England, Scotland, a.u.3 Canada. The 
diupatch also says arrangements have 
been mado ito obtain arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

London*, Hay 12. — The Telegraph says 
ft conference of the Parnellites have decided 
not to aid the government in renewing tho 
arms act. 

Dr. Knox, pastor of tho Downs, will be 
the new Protestant primate of Ireland. 

London, May 12, — A political meeting 
■was held at the residence of Joseph Cham- 
berlain to-day, at which sixt - ," members of 
the houBe of commons wore present. 
Chamberlain explained the renewal of his 
activity against Gladstone's bill, by saying 
he had been clearly informed last Saturday 
that the premier was prepared to espungc 
from the measure the clause excluding Irish 
representative from sitting at Westminster, 
and thus maintain the unity of the empire 
as desired by the radicnla. Chamberlain 
deolared that nothing short of the with- 
drawal of tho home rule bill would restore 
unity among the liberals. 

LrvKitpooL, May 12. — There has been a 
ceaseless downpour of rain ever since early 
yesterday afternoon. Tho royal programme 
in oonsequence has been considerably cu j- 
tailed. 

Berlin, May 11. — The Tageblatt prints 
letters from Tientsin, which mtikos a 
violent attack on the English and other 
tradesmen in China, for opposing the 
Germans. The letter says a veritable 
railway war prevails between tho agents 
from America, England, Germany, France 
and Belgium. It accuses the English of 
seeking to caat discredit on the Ameri- 
cans in the Byes of China, by fanning the 
resentment felt in Pekin over the perao- 
oation of Chinese in California. 

St. Petersburg, May 11. — The Novost 
says the frontier disputes, between Rub 
lia and China, moat end in war between 
those countries. China has mussed tit" 
teen thousand troops in M.iocliuria, and 
they ara being drilled by German officers,

Debate 111 (lie Commons oa Ke- 
lcasc of Bonds. 

Mr. lilaltc Opposes, of Course. 



On a motion for the house to go into 
committee to consider a certain proposed 
resolution respecting the release to the 
Canadian Pacific! Railway company of the 
amount of 55,000,000 in bonds, under tho 
provisions of the construction contract, 
as security for ihe operation of the rail- 
way, • 

Mr. McLelan explained that it was de- 
sired that in view of the; early completion 
of tho line, if there was felt to be a pros- 
pect of tho rest of the company's contraot 
being carried out in i lie running of the 
line, tho government should have 
tho power to give tho company back these 
bonds. 

Mr. Blake said the oontrol of these 
bondB was now in the hands of parlia- 
ment, ami he strongly objtcted to that 
power bo.iig taken out of iho bauds of 
parliament. The railway's interests could 
not suffer by leaving matters as at present, 
for at any time parliament was shown 
that these bonds should bo given up, a 
measure providing therefor could be 
passed. 

Mr. McLelan further explained that 
the company felt that with this large 
amount standing in the government's 
hands they oould not raiso on the best 
terms tho largs capital they noodod to 
carry on important works. It looked as 
if the government

in tho running of the road for ton years, 
in kooping this as a guarantee, and the 
Canadian Pacific Railway company could 
not get others to trust them if the p-ov- 
ernmont did not. 

Mr. Bluke said that if tho bonds wero 
not to be givon up by the government be- 
fore the next meeting of the house, there 
was no use passing this resolution now. 
How could the government toll within a 
year that the road was going to ba run 
for ten years, when it was not yet open? 
When this guarantee was exacted it was 
thought to be a fine thing. Tho govern- 
ment represented that as there would be 
a loss in running tho road after it was 
built, a subsidy must be given which 
would cover the running for ten years, as 
well as the building, and in order that 
this subsidy might be so appliod this 
guarantee w is takon. Tho road was to bo 
opened in a few days, and the guarantor) 
Trould just beconiB of use, but at this very 
time it was proposed to do away with it. 
He agroed that parliament had very little 
information respecting the main line. 

Sir John Macdonald said he did not 
think that oven the last spoaker doubted 
that the' lino would be 

RUN FOR ten years. 
Nobody did. The fears that the line 
would uot pay had disappeared. There 
wore 65 millions of stuck and 3D millions 
of bonds , giving a hundred millions of 
cash in tho road. But much more sap- 
ital waa needed, more than tho company 
could raise, to complete the lino to Hali- 
fax, to put steamers on the Atlantic and 
tho Pacific, and to build branch lines. 
They would be hampered in raising cap- 
ital if this fivo millions were retained in 
tho hands of the government, and as it 
was no use to retain it the samo common 
sense which dictated the establishment of 
a guarantee fund would dictate giving it 
up now. As to giving it up soon, he 
hoped tho company would bo able to sat- 
isfy the government before next session 
that it should be given up, and this mo- 
tion waB simply to give parliament power 
to give it up on being satisfied the road 
would run, and if the government had 
the confidence of the house why should 
this not bo done? 

Mr. Blake said thelaBt argument would, 
if carried out, lead to giving the govern- 
ment power to legislate on all subjects, 
becatiHo on all subjects it had the con 
tidence of the house.

MONTREAL, May 4. — The escaped 
convict Vian was recaptured tins after- 
noon in a miall bush at St. Dorothe, 
near St. Martin. Hia capture is gladly 
hailed on all sides, as he is looked 
upon here an the moat dungeroua crim- 
inal in the Dominion. 

John T. Converse, one of Montreal's 
oldest citizenu, is dead, aged 83. He 
was propriato.r of the Oanutla Odrdaga 
Works. 

Bishop Jamot, died at St. Thomas 
Tuesday evening. He had beon ill for 
a week with inflammation of the lungs. 

The Scott Act camo into force at 
Paris on Saturday. Last night three of 
the most prominent supporters of the 
act were hung in effigy. 

One of the guards of the St. Vincent 
de Paul Penitentiary has been dismiss- 
ed as a result of the enquiry iuto 
Vian's escape. Several others are ex- 
pected to be either suspended or dis- 
missed. 

A Frenchman named Paul De Lane- 
ville has been arrested here on the 
charge of issuing false bonds. For some 
time past be lias been passing himself 
as an authorized agent of tho Credit 
Foncior De France, and has been is- 
suing bonds and collecting their face 
value by installments. Suspicion being 
aroused, O. O. Perault, vice-consul of 
Franco, communicated with the proper 
authorities, who replied that the Credit 
Foucier De Franco had no agent in 
Canada, and that fraud was oeing per- 
petrated. It is expected that strange 
revelation will take place. The amount 
involved is said to bo very large. 

Winnipeg, May 5.— D. H. Scott, 
the forger, has been sent up for trial. 

Hhlifax, May G. — Tho' Provincial 
Secretary of Nova Scotia announced 
in the House Tuesday afternoon that 
the Local Government would bring in 
a bill empowering joint stock associa- 
tions of England to acquire and operate 
existing railroad lines in Nova Scotia 
and to construct a connecting link be 
tween Annapolis and Digby and the 
following lines: Windsor to Truro; 
Windsor Junction to Dartmouth; 
Windsor Junction to Halifax; Yar- 
mouth to Shel bourne. 

The schooner Beulah, bound for Tig- 
nish, P. E. I., with a general cargo 
went ashore at Biggee Ledge, Guys- 
boro, last nignt during a dense fog. 
The crew were savud but tne vessel is 
probably a total wreck. 

Ottawa, May 4. --In the Privileges 
and Elections committee to day, in re- 
ply to the chairman, Mr. Edgar again

THE SETTLEMENT ACT. 

A week ago The Colonist referred to a 
cry, raised by the Nanaimo Ho ! for 
political purposes, to tho effect that if the 
opposition should be successful in tho 
coming elections, one of thoir first 
measures would be to amend the settle- 
ment, act, as dishonest, because no alter- 
ation would bo valid unless all the parties 
to the original agreement should consent. 
The Ho ! characterizes out statement as 
"dishonest and untrue;" and by way of 
establishing our untruthfulness and dis- 
honesty triumphantly askB, ''How long is 
it since" tho railway oontraet was modified 
as to curvatures, and as to the security 
given by tho contractors." Before our 
Nanaimo contemporary presumes to cor- 
rect others ho should first show that ho is 
himself an apt and truthful scholar. Is 
he not aware that tho rjuary he puts is 
susceptible of but one answer, and that 
that answer supports our previous state- 
ment? It is true that tne curvatures and 
security have buon changed; but it was 
not done until all tho parties to the agree- 
ment had assented to tho alteration. First, 
the contractors applied for permission to 
make the change; then the provinoial 
legislature passed an act to permit it; 
and, lastly, the Dominion parliament 
ratified the provinoial aot. Does not this 
show that tho election cry of the Ho ! is 
raised only to docoive the electors and 
entrap a few unthinking persons to vote 
at the dictation of the editor ? Our con- 
temporary is quito certain that the sitting 
members for Nanaimo are doomed tn be 
defeated Bhould they seek ro-election. 
The Ho ! was equally sure that Mr. Bate 
would bo dofoated in tho late contest for 
mayor of Nnnaimo. We havo the files of 
that paper before us as this is pouned. A 
more bumptious sorioa of arlioles than 
those whmh appeared against Mayor 
Bate in tho Ho I was nover printod. 
Not content with abusing him in set terms 
it insisted upon placing him before the 
electors as tho oandidate of the Smithe 
government. The issue of the election it 
declared to be government and anti-gov- 
ernment. There could be no doubt on 
that score. There was no half-way posi- 
tion permissible. Mr. Bate represented 
the Government; his opponent tho oppo- 
sition. Well, the election cama off, and 
the government party (acaonling to the 
Hoi) triumphed by a majority bo decisive 
that the editor of the Ho! abandoned the 
role of political prophet and fled to the 
mountains. From his retirement he has 
but just emerged and resumed tho profes- 
sion 01 political Beer. He predicts 
the uttur defeat of Mr. Dunsniuir at the 
next election, Tho editor may be the 
fortunate possessor of "myBtical lore;" 
but his misunderf tanding of tho principle 
of the agreement between the contractors 
under the settlement aot and the govern- 
ment, and his misadventure at the Bate 
election go a long way to prove that he is 
neither a prophet nor the son of a prophet. 
If Messrs. Dunsinuir and Raybould are 
doomed to defeat a larger and sharper and 
bettor Ho! than our contemporary wields 
will bo required to root them out. 



"KOOTENAY GIVE-AWAY." 

Under this hackneyed caption our 
evening contemporary pivoa its limited 
circle of readers the result of an interview 
with Mr. J. C. Rykert, Dominion rev- 
enue officer at Kootenay. It is not our 
purpose to invite the reader through 
the columns of misleading rubbish before 
us, but Bimply to notice one or two points 
calculated, if not intended, to create a 
wrong impreflBion. After quoting from 
the act, it is stated that tho time allowed 
for the construction of the Kootenay rail- 
way will expire in "a fow months;" that 
it is woll understood the company is ask- 
ing for an extension of time; that any ex 
tension would be both unpopular and in- 
jurious to tho best interests of Kootenay. 
It is added that "had tho road been built 
under the terms of the contract it is not 
improbable that thoso now hostilo to the 
scheme might have been it» warmest sup- 
porters." The writer (one fools at a Iobb 
to say whether the interviower or the in- 
terviewed speaks) goos on to expatiate 
upon the great obstacle tho franchise 
given to the Kootenay company has pre- 
sented to prospecting and mining, and 
says, "men with moans as well as miners 
with large capital, in experience and en- 
terprise, havo been "paralyzed" by it. 
Now, it occurs to ub to remark that Mr. 
Bykert (or perhaps we should say the 
writer in our contemporary) should have 
taken the troublo to inform him- 
self of the terms and conditions 
of the franchise aro rushing into print on 
it. In the first place, tha company are, 
as above Baid, required to have thoir rail- 
way and steamboat lino completed within 
ono year after the completion of tho Can- 
adian Pacific railway west of tho Colum- 
bia river; so that, from all appearances, 
they are likely to have over a yoar instoad 
of "a few months" in which to accom- 
plish tho work. In tho Becond place, we 
are not awaro that the company are ask- 
ing for an extension; nor do we believe 
that such a concession is at all likely to 
be made, if askod for. In the third place, 
it is Billy to say what would or would not 
havo been the case "had the road been 
built under (or according to) the terms of 
the contract," becauBO, as has been seen, 
no default has yot occurred. In the fourth 
place, it is worso than Billy, it is disingenu- 
ous to ropresent that franchise as being 
an obstacle to, "paralyzing," mining oper- 
ations within the area under reserve. A 
reference to the act will show that tho 
reserve placed on those lands con- 
stitutes no bar to the prospector 
or the miner — that they are just as open 
as ever they wero for the purposes of 
searching or mining for tho precious 
metals, and that any mineral rights or in- 
terests will be fully protectod in respect 
of land falling to the company, when it 
comes to be conveyed. Nay, it is a fact 
that tha precious metals will not pass to 
the company at all with such of the lands 
as shall be conveyed to them. It will 
thus be seen that our contemporary is far 
at sea upon tho whole subject, and there 
is a Btrange inconsistency in his character- 
ising tho franchise as the "Kootenay giva- 
away," seeing that the "Kootenay Bill" 
(a private ono) found its moat enthusiastic 
supporters amongst tho opposition, all of 
whom, save one, voted for it ! 

MR. BLAKE'S HOME RULE RESO- 
LUTION. 

The Toronto Mail, speaking of Mr. 
Blake's homo rule resolution, says: "It 
would be difficult to conceive a more un- 
dignified and improper course than that 



which the loader of the opposition is ask- 
ing the Canadian parliament to pursue. If 
an assurance of our sympathy was likely 
to be of the remotest benefit to the home 
rule cause, it would still be a piece of 
grossest inipertinenco in* view of Glad- 
stone's sharp rebuke to us in 1882. But 
everybody in England, and Ireland, too, 
for that matter, who is not absolutely 
blind would be able to place the proper 
value upon it. The resolution would bo 
treated as a despicable elect ion card, which 
it is, and its only effeot upon the public 
mind over there would bo to oroate a vory 
general impression, and a not wholly un- 
founded ono, that this country is sadly 
overrun by demagogues." 



Municipal Council.

Higgins movod that so much of 
the fine of §10 paid into court by tho 
boy Craigie as may bo necessary to recoup 
the children, whose money was atolen, 
be applied to that purpose.

Coun. Higgins movod that a sum not 
exceeding $1,000 bo sat apart for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a freo 
night school. He said thoro was no doubt 
the council had tho authority; and also 
referred to the establishment of a re- 
formatory, which ho had long felt was 
greatly noeded. Ho askod that tho mo-

Ooun. Styles believed thero wore many 
children in Victoria who need the ad- 
vantage! of a night Bchool, but he felt 
that owing to the lack of money tho 
matter would have to be postponed. 

HiB - worship said it was the duty of 
the government, not of tho oity, to pro- 
vide means for the education of tha 
children, 

On division the motion waa lost. 

Coun. HigginB moved that 

THE HACK COMMITTEE 

be instructed to prepare a bylaw establish- 
ing a scale of charge" for vehicles plying 
for fare. He said that his attention had 
been drawn to a ease of gross overcharge 
on the part of a hackman who drovo a 
lady from the outer wharf to the Rithet. 
He thought tho oity Bhould be made as 
attraotive as possible for travelers. 

Coun. Grant seconded the motion. He 
felt a schedule of charges should be laid 
down and that visitors Bhould be protect- j 
ed in so far as that is possible. 

Coun. Robertson thought that it was 1 
unneoeBsary in a small oity like this, and 1 
if the haot-3 are regulated all other trades 1 
and professions should bo regulated bb j 
well,. including the lawyers, "thegreatoat ' 



robbers of all," and he would not exclude 
newspapers. (Laughter.) 

His worship thought the motion a good 
ono, and one that Bhould be carried. 

The motion was carried on division. 

For — Higgius, Grant, Smith, Styles, 
Lipsett, Humber and Vigelius. 

Against — Robertson. 

Coun. Smith moved that 

OFFICER OAYDON 

bo reinstated on tho regular force. Ordered 
that motion be laid on tho table until the 
police committee's report be brought in. 

Coun, Smith moved that two ex-polic6 
officers bo reinstated on the regular force. 
Ho said that tbo forco was quito insufficient 
as it now stood. 

Coun. Grant seconded tho motion. 

Coun. Higgins said ho was surprised at 
the motion, involving as it did groat ex- 
pense, tho more so as it was found (inadvis- 
able to grant a paltry $500 for a night school. 
A saving of §^0011 had bean effected by de- 
creasing tbo forco, which sum could bo 
need for the purpos»s of roads and bridges. 
Ho contended that ton policemen woro quite 
suflicient to protect tho oity. 

His worship said that Supt. Bloomfield 
had told him the men had little to do, 
that thoir office was a sinoouro and that 
tho city was in a most peaceful state. 
"That important city of Vancouver" 
now held all our roughs and one police- 
man waa found sufficient thero.

His Worship — -"Well, I can only Bay 
that he told me tho very opposite this 
afternoon." 

Coun. Stylos aaid in view of what had 
boon said he thought the superintendent 
should hand in a report. 

Covin. Smith moved that tho mattor 
remain over for one week until the super- 
intendent reports. Carried. 

Coun. Robertson mivod that a special 
committee be appointed to take into con- 
sideration and report on the best means 
of establishing a reformatory for the 
youthful crimiuals of tha city. 

Coun. Styles seconded tho motion. The 
sight of those two little boye among hard- 
ened csiminals waa a heartrending one, 
and one ho never wished to see again. 

Ooun. Humber said this was a move in 
the right direction, and he would cordial- 
ly support the motion. 

The motion was carriod. 

His worship appointed Couns. Robert- 
son, Smith and Grant such special oom- 
mittee. 

Coun. Robertson moved that from and 
after this date reports of committees on

to the council must not bo published un- 
til adopted by the council. Oouu. Rob- 
ertson said hia attention had boon called 
to a cenaus report in The Coloni.it, which, 
in the first place, should not have been 
published until received and adopted by 
tho council, and in tho second place waa 
incorreot. 

Coun. Higgins, in seconding tho mo- 
tion, said no one regretted more than ho 
did the appearance of tho roport. It. was 
entirely an accident, due to the sudden 
illness of tho night foreman. 

TIRE WARDEN'S REPORT. 

Chief Engineer Phillipti submitted his 
monthly report, making suggestions as to 
tho fire escapo, t.s also to the amendment of 
bylaws. Referred to the lire wardens to bo 
reported back. 

The report of the city surveyor w as road, 
giving the cost of surveying Rock Bay road 
from John street to tho Gorgo. Referred to 
stroot coinmittteo. 

THE STREET COMMITTEE 

reported, recommending that 3GG feet of 
sidewalk ou the north side of Pandora 
street between Blahchard and Quadra, cost- 
ing $118, bo renewed, as also that no more 
gravel bo sold, aud that no now oxpondi- 
tures be incurred until a financial statement 
bo made out. Adopted. 

THE SANITARY COMMITTEE 

reported a stench on Yates street between 
Douglas aud Broad, and asked that it bo 
abated. Adopted. 

BRICKYARD 

Wm. Irvine was permitted to lay the 
water pipes to supply his yard. 

THE POUND. 

Coun. Smith moved that the pound 
oommittee be empowered to advortize for 
tenders, and award tho contract for the 
construction of tho pound. Carried. 

THE POLICB COMMITTEE 

roported, stating that they had looked in- 
to the matter of Officer Young, being 
found half a mile from his boat, and had 
suspended him for a month; and also, aa 
to Officer Oaydon's removal, Tho chief 
of police stated that ho was too old a man 
for that beat, and that it was in the in- 
terests of tho sorvice that tho men should 
be changed as often as possible; that thoy 
had appointed J. McOloy as temporary 
gaoler; alsw that the city had been al- 
lowed the use of tho barracks aa tenants- 
it- will for tho presont. Adopted. 

Coun. Smith moved that tenders be 
advertized for a jailer, tho time to expire 
on Wodnesday next. Carriod, 

It waa resolved that tho roport of tho 
eleotric light committee bo endorsed in 
ecting Mr. Joseph Spratt as successor 
to tho late Mr. E. S. Vigor. 

In reference to the resignation of Mr. 
Liddell tho matter of the appointment of 
his successor was loft in the hands of the 
committeo. 

Coun. Smith then introduced his mo- 
tion that Officer Qaydon be reinstated 
forthwith as nightwatohman for James 
Bay ward. It was accompanied by a peti- 
tion. He said it was only right he 
should bo reinstated. Ho waa a hale, 
hearty man, and the people of Jamos 
Bay ward did not favor his removal by 
any moans, 

Coun. Higgina read the chief's report, 
whioh statod that Gaydon was an old 
man, and that he favored removnla from 
time to time. Now that the beats 
have boan enlarged tho services 
of activo men are required. Tho coun- 
cillor aaid that if tho police committoe 
were to bo hauled over tho coals on 
ovory occasion they "had bettor retire from 
the thankless and difficult task they had 
in hand. The oommittee had no other 
doaire tnan to furthest tiie good of the 
city. 

Coun. Humber said that Gaydun had 
complained to him of his James Bay beat 
and thought it too bad ho could not be re- 
moved. 

Coun. Vigelius said that in face of the 
petition from 36 ratepayers of James' Bay 
ward, he could not do otherwise than vote 
for the motion. 



His worship said that the men who 
were moving in tho matter wore no friends 
of Gaydon, and that some of the signers 
of the potition had told him 
that thoy did not care much about 
tho matter. Residents of James Bay 
ward spoke to him and said they wanted 
a more active man- It was only through 
tho kindness of the committeo that Gay- 
don was now an officer. 

Coun. Robertson said, if what his wor- 
ship stated was truo the committee had 
not dono its duty, If the James Bay 
residents want Gaydon sent baok he saw 
no reason why he should not be. He said, 
that he knew of an officer being on a beat 
for six months. 

Coun. Lipsett said it was so only in tha 
case of Gaydon, and that the thirty-six 
signorB were but a small number out of 
tho 400 or 500 ratepayers of James Bay 
ward. 

Coun. Grant Baid that after hearing the 
namos of the signers read he would vote 
for the motion. They were men who 
woro quito capable of forming a correct 
opinion, 

On a division heing had the vote stood: 
For — Smith, Grant, Robortson, and Vi- 
golius. 

Against — Lipsett, Styles, Humber and 
Higgins. 

The mayor voted with the nays, and the 
motion was accordingly lost, 
The Council adjournod at 11 :45.

Women soroamed, animals 
howled, and a general stampede ensued 
amid sheets of lightning, drenching rain 
and the resistless gale. Three persons vrero 
seriously injured by falling poloB and a 
number were slightly hurt.

GREECE. 
Athens, May 12. — Tho king has formed a 
new ministry. Tho trndo of tho country for 
the present is paralyzed, and the blockade 
of the ports continue until a stable govern- 
ment can bo formed and Greece defers to 
the wishes of the powers. 

ENGLAND. 

London, May 12. — At a meeting of Chum- 
berlain's supporters in parliament to-day, 
Trovelyau maintained that heme rule was 
feasible. Ceilings and others denounced, 
the pressure imposed upon the opponents 
of the bill, ft was apparent, he said, that 
the liberal association's support of Glad- 
stone is to be attributed to a sudden burst 
of generosity; and calm reflection would 
compel them to confess that the seceders 
wore actiug in tho best interests of tho lib- 
eral party. Tho meeting lasted two hours 
and unanimously agreed that some sort of 
autonomy should be granted to Ireland, but 
on a basis different from that on which 
Gladstone's scheme endeavored to stand. 

Loyalists in Ulster are concealing arms, 
fearing that Morley, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, will order the police to make raids 
for tho purpose of disarming the people.

THE BUBIVING OF ST BY. 

All Austrian Town Completely 
Destroyed. 

VIENNA, April 19. — The fir* broke 
out at 2 o'clock on Saturday af sernoon, 
in the shop of a locksmith living in a 
small and crooked street, the Xasiuair- 
gasao, near the Rutbenian church. It 
seems that there were but a couple of 
fire engines in the town, and tbeae of 
an old-fashioned kind. There was alao 
but one firemau ou duty at the station. 
Before this man could summon his 
comrades half an bour had elapsed, 
and by tbat time a violent east wiud 
had caused the whole street to catch 
fire. From the first the fury of tha 
wind, which in the course of the after- 
noon roso into a gale, allowed no 
chance of extinguishing the Uames. As- 
sistance was telegraphed for to Lem- 
berg; but this town iB 65 kilometres 
distant. Soon the telegraph wires snap- 
ped, and the telegraph station was its- 
self burnt. Within one hour from the 
breaking out of the lire one whole 
quarter of the town waa ia a blaze. 
The soldiers of tbo Laud wehr battalion 
in garrison came to the help of the fire- 
men, but had to fall back before the 
torrentB of name and sin -,o. All ideas 
of isolating the lire by blowing up 
houses had to be abandoned, by reason 
of the drift of sparks and burning em- 
bers, which carried the conflagration 
with appalling rapidity to the western 
side of the town. The wooden cornices 
of the houses ottered inflammable ma- 
terial, many houses caught firs from 
the roofs, and by 4 o'clock the eastern 
and western suburbs were alight to- 
gether, while the centre of the town 
was still intact. 

As soon r.s the population was roused 
to a full sense of its danger a fearful 
panic was witnessed. Peoplo began to 
rush from their houses, carrying their 
valuables. Some tried to pack their 
goods on carts and barrows; others 
frantically implored assistance to trans- 
port invalids. Miserable to relate, a 
gang of depraved wretches hurried 
about at this juncture to plunder. At 
the moment when all ought to have 
been united in the common work of de- 
liverance, desperate acuities took place 
between persons endeavoring to save 
thoir property and rascals seeking to 
rob them, and in many of these tights 
revolvers were used and lives were lost. 
These revolting scenes were renewed 
during the night, when the entire pop 
illation, driven from the burning 
town, took refuge in the neighboring 
plains. Some peasants from adjoining 
villages went about marauding. The 
confusion and the utter helplessness of 
the affrighted people, and especially of 
the ladies searching for shelter, favor- 
ed their oppiations, and a great many 
brutal robberies were perpetrated. 
Happily, a great deal of kindness was 
also shown by the more honest peasants 

The lire burned all through Satur- 
day night and the whole of yesterday, 
and is not yet extinguished. The en- 
tire town, with the exception of one or 
two public buildings— including, 
strange to say, tho powder magazine 
and armory---is destroyed. All the 
churches, the schools, the town hall, 
the bank, hospital, factories prison, 
granaries, and asylum, and 600 private 
houses arc in ruins. The losa in money 
by this lira is estimated at over 4.000,- 
OOOfl. Tho insurance companies that, 
will suffer most heavily are the Aus- 
trian Phoenix, the Oracow Insurance 
Office, the Kiunione, and the Azienda. 

The number of dead has not yet 
been learned. Some reports state that 
over 100 people are known to have 
been killed; other reports say only 40. 
The number of injured and wounded is 
considerable, and special trains have 
been carrying toese sufferers to Letn- 
berg all day. Ambulance have also 
been organized in several villages and 
conntry houses. 

The population of Stry at the last 
census was, including suburbs and gar- 
rison, 15,000. The majority of this pop- 
ulation is now completely ruined. 
Destitution so sudden, swift and irre- 
mediable has seldom fallen upon a Eu 
ropean town in modern tinies. All 
these appliance of civilization which 
are intended to prevent, check, or mi- 
tigate the horrors of Sre broke down 
together. Yesterday a great many of 
the unfortunate outcasts from the town 
were wanting food, as the telegrams 
sent to Lomburg during tho lirst hour 
of the tire could convey no warning of 
the magnitude of the coming disaster, 
so that the first supplies of food for- 
warded by train were wholly inado- 
quate. To-day there has been a more 
abuudant provision, but the task of re- 
lieving in so sudden an emergency a 
population of 15,000 homeless persons 
is one of great difficulty for so poor a 
province as •Galicia.
